You can not and should not ask 
for exemption, except when deaf- 
interferes with a ptOpCI and 
successful discharge of duty, as 
apparent in your exclusion from the 
military service of the country. 

Never be like a deaf person whom 
I knew, who claimed, on account of 
his deafness, immunity from the re- 
quirements of the road law, as to 
paying ]>oll tax or working on the 
highway, and after his discharge, 
handled the shovel aud the spade 
neighbor under pay.

Only a comparatively short time 
ago by their own efforts have repre 
sentative deaf reached a plane of 
education similar to that of the 
educated speaking world, thus open- 
ing to them positions of prominence 
ami responsibility. 

Not so many years past have our 
deaf boys and girls finished in the 
several schools for the deaf a course 
of study enabling them to become 
the equals of their speaking and 
hearing friends in self-supporting 
citizenship. 

And thus this evolution and pro- 
gression, w Wired, will con- 
tinue, for there is yet much to be 
accomplished, a still brighter future 
lays beyond, but each and every one 
of you, as well as others every- 
where, must contribute your and 
their part. It is for you and them 
to do, it is for us only to advise and 
suggest.

assess the remaining members in 
older to meet Ihe elaims of the 
deceased's dependents, and their 
risk Increases with their age, and 
must be reduced or kept low by 
securing additional members con- 
tinually. Deaf-mutes cannot join 
such. 

Old line companies provide such 

claims and also cost of manage- 
ments by sustaining carefully pre- 
pared tallies of cost- for any given 
age of 'he insured. Such correctly 

aet as a banker, assuring one's 
estate from the start, and offering 

security and stability based on ex- 
perience and management, upon 
different kinds of payment made to 

lh« mpanies. Sometimes error or 

scandal arise, but there are Slate 

laws seeing to their proper manage- 
ment There should be no rule foi 

accepting the deaf, who generally 

stand physically, otherwise than be- 

ing deaf, on equal grounds with the 
healing, and all limitations aie 
man-made.

Walking 
is a fine exercise, and Whttely's 
Exerciser is reoommeuded. Chil- 
dren should be given plenty of exer- 
cise, and theii physical culture be 
directed properly.
